October 25th, 1854. Six hundred 
horsemen — lancers, dragoons, and 
hussars—grim, tight-lipped, checking 
with steady hands impatiently head- 
strong horses.

Lord Cardigan drew his sword, point- 
ed to the heights.

Mrs. R. J. A. Roberts has in her 
possession a group of medals. They 
have been in her possession for sev- 
eral years and have been handed down 
by her father and grandfather. The 
medals are Crimean Medals. One of 
them is the most prized award that 
any military or naval man from the 
lowest to the highest rank may ob- 
tain for bravery in the field. 


In the group is a Victoria Cross, 
dated October 25th, 1854, and present- 
ed to Captain Malone, of Her Majes- 
ty’s Thirteenth Light Dragoons. Tt 
is one of the first Victoria Crosses 
ever issued—a Crimean Cross of 1854 
—and even more dramatic, a Victoria 
Cross won during the famous Charge 
of the Light Brigade. 

Captain Malone, of the Thirteenth 
Light Dragoons, was a grandfather 
of Mrs. R. J. A. Roberts and the 
Cross won on that historic day is in 
her possession today. 

It is exceedingly doubtful if an- 
other Crimean Cross may be found 
today in Canada or the United States.

The Rocky Mountain marker has

| Another type of the same beacon 
may be installed on the regular radio 
range towers to throw a cone-line up- 
ward beam, with the apex on the 
ground and at 10,000 feet, to provide 
a squawk cycle about a mile in diam- 
eter directly over the range station. 

Two years have been required to 
bring the new apparatus to the pres-~ 
ent stage of development. Various of 
the major airlines on the continents 
have been experimenting and all the 
equipment has had to operate through 
each season twice to prove its depend- 
ability and to give pilots opportunity 


to form definite opinion as to its 


value. 


/It is doubtful if a dozen could be lo- 
cated in the entire world, but we may 
very safely assume that the award to 
Captain Malone at Balaclava in the 
first years of the Crimean War was 
among the first half dozen ever issued 
by her late Majesty, Queen Victoria.

DIABETES NOT A 
KIDNEY DISEASE 


Diabetes kncwn by the laity as 
“sugar diabetes’, is not, as popularly 
supposed, a disease of the kidneys. 
The kidneys in cases of diabetes are 
usually quite normal. Diabetes is a 
disorder in the assimilation of sugar 
as a result of which the sugar of the 
food fails to be burnt up by the tis- 
sues of the body and turned into en- 
ergy. The immediate cause of this 
failure is that the supply of insulin is 
deficient. Insulin is a product of the 
islands of Langerhans in the pan- 
creas. If these islands are damaged 
the insulin supply will be unequal to 
the demand. Insulin is a sort of 
spark-plug which enables the sugar 
(glucose) in the tissue cells of the 
muscles and other organs to unite 
with the oxygen there and to be 
burnt. This burning results in the 
production of energy. In_ addition 
insulin enables glucose to be trans- 
ported from the intestine to the liver, 
there to be stored as glycogen. Lack 
of insulin allows the sugar to accu- 
mulate in the blood. By means of 
the kidneys the accumulated sugar is 
taken from the blood and passes away 
in the urine. So sugar in the urine 
is a sign of diabetes.

is not the worst feature of diabetes. 
In the proper combustion of fats a' 
certain proportion of sugar is neces- 
sary just as in- the carburetor of the 
motor car there must be -a_ proper 
mixture of gasoline and air. If there 
is not a proper fat-glucose mixture, 
poisonous substances called ketone 
bodies will assumulate, and there will 
be air:hunger, coma and other com- 
plications of diabetes. 


Preventive medicine has made re- 
markable progress in the last quarter 
of a century. The incidence and mor- 
tality. of a host of diseases have been 
materiatly reduced. Some alfectiont 
such as smallpox, diphtheria and ty- 


diseases of infancy have been brought 
under control, but notwithstanding 
the brilliant discovery of insulin and 
its great value in certain cases of di- 
abetes, the mortality from this af- 
feclion, judging: from official reports, 
has not been lowered. Jndeed, there 
appears to be an increase. No doubt 
some of the increase is the result of 
better diagnosis and a stricter record 
of deaths. A considerable proportion 
is said to be due to the high incidence 
of this complaint among the Hebrew 
race. Diabetes is believed by many 
authorities to be an hereditary dis- 
ease. Dublin, the statistician of one 
of the large U.S. insurance compan- 
ies, says that the Jewish population 
of that country has increased from 
one million in 1900 to over four mil- 
lions in 1935. He issues a warning 
against marriage among those with a 
family history of diabetes. 


Diabetes is constantly associated 
with a tendency to corpulency. Those 
inclined to put on excessive fat, those 
of Hebrew origin and those with a 
history of family diabetes should gov- 
ern their lives so as to avoid this af- 
fection.
